The automobile must be taken into 
consideration as a business factor. It 
Is estimated that there 
are 
about 
500,000 automobiles 
in the Fulled 
Stall's. If these cost about $1000 each 
this would mean an out la; of about 
$500,000,000. Tho automobile indus­ 
try bus already assumed a position of 
lirst. importance, giv ing profitable em 
ployment to a v ery large number of 
people directly and indirectly. But 
the automobile Is generally an unpro­ 
ductiv e machine and chiefly a sourct 
oT amusement, the automobile not 
yet hav ing come into common use. 
The most important tiling about the 
automobile Is tho cost of running, it 
is safe to assume that the av erage 
cost of running a car, including re­ 
pairs, depreciation, chauffeurs, spe­ 
cial clothing, entertainment, etc., is 
not less than $1000 a year. 
This 
means that the people of the United 
State« are spending approximately 
$500,000,000 a year in otu form

With many indi­ 
v iduals or heads of families the In­ 
crease in their expeowee due to run­ 
ning of an automobile has not been 
in proportion to their increase of In­ 
come. In many case« automobiles are 
compelling owners, who had prev ious 
ly sav ed money, to spend up to the 
limit, if not ov er their income.
